An Alleged Mountain; of Solid Silver. 


A schooner sailed yesterday from this 


port in search of tho silver mountain in 
Alaska. Tho Chronicle several months 
ago published a story of tho discovery 
of a silver mountain of great value; on 
Fish Kiver, Alaska. It WHS regarded 
by many as an ingenious fiction, but the 
facts were gained^from Cnpt. Gallagher, 
who is to command tho expedition, and 
are corroborated by tho first mate, 
Kyan, who was with him. 
Briefly stat- 


otv the facts are'as follows: When last 
season in tho neighborhood of Behring 
Straits tho Captain ran his vessel up 
into Fish river to get a supply of fresh 
water. 
The natives came from the 


shore to trade, and induced tho Captain 
and Mate Itynn to go with tho boat's 
crow twenty miles up tho river to their 
home where there was plenty of water. 


The country was rough and sterile. 


Some of the natives had pieces of ore. 
The Captain examined them, but could 
not tell the nature of tho mineral. 
He 


and the mate went to the top of a neigh- 
boring hill. There, in what seemed tho 
cralw of an extiuct volcano, they found 
tho rock from which the natives ob- 
tained their specimens. It cut like lead 
or silver, and Kyan dug down for BIX 
foot and found a bed 01 ore apparently 
inexhaustible. Some specimens brought 
to San Francisco and analyzed were 
found to yield $8,000 in silver to the 
ton, while none gave less than $2,000. 
The report of this rich flail was di- 
vulged to a few friends, and a prospect- 
ing party was made up, consisting of 
several practical mining men of Oak- 
land. 
Ten joined the party, and tho 


schooner R. B. Marsh chartered for 
the trip. 
She is provisioned for six 


months and loatlod'with tools and min- 
ing machinery. It is expected she will 
make the trip in about twenty-five days. 
The crow consists of six men.

tention is to fill tho vessel with high- 
grade silver ore and bring it down to 
tl-.JB city.—San Francisco Chronicle.

A BARBER'S STORY. 


In the village of Eastcrbrook there is 
a solitary weekly paper, which doles out 
such items of news as are not of inter- 
est enough to give offense to anybody. 
Such, at any rate, is the common talk 
of the place, though the editor might 
bo able to give no better excuse tuan 
lack of enterprise for omitting any men- 
tion, of an affair which, as I learned 
from a harbor, nuidw a local sensation 
but did not get into print.

One act of this "person at- 
tracted iny particular notice and that 
was the use of a handbill as a cigar 
light. It was an advertisement of re- 
ward for tho arrest of an escaped bur- 
glar and I could. not help noticing the 
nervous way in which my customer tore 
down the little poster from tho wall and 
twisted it into shape for lighting his 
cigar from tho fire.

The Apple Worm. 


The apple-worm is among the worst 


enemies with which the fruit-grower 
hoa to contend; living as it does, hidden 
from view, it is not very often de- 
stroyed by either birds or insects. 
I 


docs not confine its attacks to tho apple 
but also infests 
crab-apples, pears, 


poaches, and even plums. Tho last 
brood of worms spin their cocoons in 
tho autumn and remain in thorn .un- 
changed until tho following spring, 
when they arc changed to chrysalides, 
and about two weeks later to moths- 
tho latter are commonly called " codling- 
moths." 
About tho middle of May 


these moths deposit their eggs singly 
upon the young fruit, usually placing 
them upon the blossom end, but some- 
times also upon the opposite end, and 
rarely npon tho sides. As soon as 
hatched the young worm burrows into 
the fruit, casting its excrements and 
other refuse matter out of the hole b 
which it had entered the fruit. 
1« 


reaches its full growth in about one 
month, and then measures about one- 
half an inch in length. Its body is pro- 
vided with sixteen feet, is of a "yellow- 
ish color, usually tinged with pink, and 
marked with a few polished, raised, 
dark-colored spots; the head and a spot 
on top of tho first segment arc polished 
brown. 
When about to assume the 


chrysalis form tho worm deserts the 
fruit and crawls beneath a piece of 
loose bark, or any other object which 
oftors it a shelter, and after gnawing 
out an oval cavity spins therein n thin 
whitish cocoon. There are two broods 
of those worms produced in one year, 
but those broods overlap each other, so 
that worms of all sixes may bo found at 
almost any season of the year. 
The 


fruit infested by tho worths of tho first 
brood usually falls 
to the 
ground 


before the 
worms 
have 
deserted 


it, 
but that infested by those of 


the second brood usually remains .upon 
the trees nntil harvested, and the 
worms are thus carried to tho store- 
houso or cellar. 


In our warfaro upon this insect our 


first work in tho spring should be to 
carefully examine the bins and barrels 
in which tho apples havo been stored 
and destroy nil of tho worms and co- 
coons that can bo found; this can 
probably bo dono tho easiest by tho use 
of hot water. 
Later in the season tho 


ground 
beneath the infested trees 


should bo examined daily, and the 
fallen apples gathered and either fed to 
the hogs, or, such use made of them as 
will destroy tho worms which they con- 
tain; or, if tho hogs are allowed to run 
n tho orchard, they will devour the 
fallen fruit, and thus save us tho trouble 
of gathering it. 


Prof. A. J. Cook, of the Michigan 


Agricultural College, recommends thor- 
oughly syringing tho infested trees 
with o, solution of l"aris-green, or Lon- 
don-parple and wStcr, using two tablo- 
ipoonfuls of the former, or one of the 
alter, to two gallons at water. Ho 
states that on the 25th of May, and 
again on tho 20th of Juno, he thor- 
oughly sprayed tho samo Siberian crab- 
apple trees with this liquid; tho fruit 
of tho trees had been seriously injured 
whenever they had borne in previous 
rears, yet a careful search made on the 
19th of the following August failed to 
liscovor a single injured apple, al- 
though the fruit on other trees only a 


tow yards oilTbut not treated with this 
liquid, wore very much infested with 
tho worms, one-fourth to one-half be- 
ing wormy. To ascertain whether tho 
fruit had retained any of the poison, ho 
cut off pieces from some that grow in 
places that had been sprayed so' much 
p.s to destroy the foliage, and sent thorn 
to a chemist; tho latter coul'd find no 
traces of the poison, it having been ap- 
plied so "early in the season' that the 
rains had washed it all o(f before tho 
fruit matured. A safer plan is to place 
around tho trunk of tho infested trec.M 
bandages of paper, beneath which 
many of tho worms will crawl and spin 
thoir cocoons. For this purpose com- 
mon straw wrapping-paper may bo used; 
it is usually sold in shoots 18>rfO inches, 
and each sheet folded thdco npon itself 
gives eight layers, between two and 
three inches wide, and long enough to 
reach around most ordinary trees. 
Pass one a! those around tho trunk of 
each infested tree and fasten with a 
tack. This should bo, dono about the 
first week in Juno; about two weeks 
afterward they should bo carefully re- 
moved, and tho larvio and pupm found 
beneath thorn destroyed, and, as the 
lavvui are sometimes hidden within the 
folds of the bandages,'' some method 
must be adopted that will destroy those. 
As tho bandages arc so cheap, they- 
may be burned mid replaced with new 
ones; or a quantity of thorn may be col- 
lected in a basket and taken to somo, 
convenient place and bo run through nj 
clothes-wringer, and thon bo replaced 
upon tiio trees. 
Tho groat drawback 


to this method is that tho worms are 
not destroyed until they have done all 
tho damage they are capable of doing. 
Although much safer in its application 
than Prof. Cook's method, it is not near 
so effective, since tho latter not only 
destroys the worms before they have 
had timo to injure tho fruit very much 
but also destroys tho canker-worms and 
other loaf-eating insects.—7).

Story of an Old Pioneer. 


For the past six months Colonel 


Pfeill'er had been bedfast, and at no 
time have hopes boon entertained of his 
recovery. 
On Wednesday, April 0, 


1881, at about 11 o'clock, he died. His 
last request was that ho bo buried qui- 
etly and unostentatiously. Ho was in- 
terred among tho foothills overlooking 
his beautiful ranchp, with no crowd or 
ceremony, only live being present. 


Colonel Albert 11. Pfcillcr was born 


in Fricsland, on tho coast of Holland, in 
October, 1822. His father is, or was, n 
Lutheran minister and his mother was 
of Scotch descent, from a Scotch noble 
family. Ho left his native country whon 
twenty-two years of age and came di- 
rectly to tho West as a soldier in tlie 
ranks. He married a Spanish girl oi 
Abcquin, Now Mexico, when about 
thirty-four years old, by whom ho had 
two or throe children, only one of whom 
is alive. 
It was at this point in his lite when ho 


gained national celebrity. Ho was In 
command of Fort Macro and was taken 
ill. There are somo hot springs locatdd 
about six miles from the fort and near 
tho Rio Grande river. 
Himself, wife 


and another lad}-, with an escort of ten 
soldiers, went thoro to bathe, and while 
he was still in the bath tho Apache "In- 
dians rushed (town on them whooping 
and yelling like tho demons that they 
were, and frightened the soldiers so that 
they took to the.ir heels and escaped; 
but not so with tho ladies—both were 
shot dead. Colonel Pfeifl'er leaped to 
the bank, grasped his rillc and lirod, 
killing one of the fiends; but tho odds 
wore top great, and his only escape was 
in running and plunging into the river, 
which ho did, bnt not bclorc two arrows, 
one of which was poisoned, had been 
lodged in his left aide and leg. Ho 
managed to swim the river, found mqdr 
ical aid, and soon recovered from rii 
wounds. Then it was that the Indian 
found a terror in our h< ro. Many were 
tho red fiends that fell victims to his 
unerring rillc. 
Ho foupht in any ca- 


pacity offered. 
He would at one time 


be* at the head of a band of Indians who 
were at war with tho Apaches, then 
again ho would muster up a body, of 
Mexicans or whites and go on the war- 
path, thirsting for vengeance. 
Tho 


principal part of his lighting was done 
under Kit Carson, and ho was an asso- 
ciate of Bill Bent, St. Vrain, Maxwell 
and others of a like stamp. From the 
time of tho death of his wife he lod a 
roving life, was off to ovcry new dis- 
covery and wherever he could be of use 
to white men. 


Cellar Floors. 


Wooden floors should not be placed 


in cellars. It is not easy to toll what a 
cellar-floor may conceal from sight, and 
it should always he remembered that 
the' air of a cellar circulates freely 
1 through tho house.

A plank cellar-floor of .a family in a 


neighboring city had not been taken up 
for over ton years. The "cellar smell" 
was strong, notwithstanding almost 
daily ventilation even in winter. 


On removing tho floor there wore 


found beneath it largo quantities of saw- 
dust; decomposed to a moist* impalpa- 
ble powdor. Thestlrring-up connected 
with its removal resulted in several 
members of the family being taken .with 
-severe tonsillitis. A cemented floor 
since given to the samo cellar has; ren- 
dered the air in the cellar as pure as 
that in any room in tho house. 
, 


A fikmilv near tho one alroadv men- 
tioned was troubled with constantly re- 
curring attacks of sickness. After re- 
ceiving correct ideas of domestic hy- 
giene, the "head of the family" i had 
his premises carefully examined. An 
export first found under tho L-lloor an 
old, disused cistern, the water of which 
was thickly covered with decayed mat- 
ter. 


The air of the parlor—though i care 


was constantly taken that this room 
should be aired—having a very; disa- 
greeable odor, the expert went into tho 
front cellar, which was neat and clean, 
and well-warmed. There, having pried 
up a plank, the man found a soft: mass 
of deep black mud, the product of de- 
cay.' rho family at pnco sought othor 
quarters, and have since enjoyed good 
health. — Youth's Companion. •

—All experience goes to show that 


persons aro far more liable to contract 
diseaseor contagious f over on an empty 
than with a full stomach. 


—To Make Egg Toast.—Take two 
omrs, OIlo cup nnd a half of milk-, and 
flour enough to make a still' batter. Cut 
stale broa.r in thin slices, dip into the 
mitter, and fry brown in sweet butter, 
bevve hot. This makes a lino break- 
fast dish with coffee. 
—Sweet Sauce.— Two cupfuls of water 
two teaspoonfuls of Hour well mixed 
with a little water, which must bo stirred 
m while boiliun;; after it is welt boiled 
add u cupful of sugar, butter tho size of 
un fciirrhsth walnut, and salt. Add nut- 
meg after it is taken off. 


—A French naturalist says; "The 
Almighty created birds to protect the 
gram, 
vegetables, trees and fruit 


against the ravages of the insect tribe, 
tor every bird that dies, millions of in- 
sects are spared from death, aud mill- 
ions ot insects moan famine.'' 


—Many persons iron towels, fold 


them and put them away before thoy 
are perfectly dry. This is an error, nnd 
sometnnoaloads to results not expected 
In their damp condition thero is a mold 
which forms on them called oidiitm.one 
variety of which causes numerous skin 
uiseases. 


—Cabbage.— Chop fine ono good-sized 


solid head. To four well-beaten eo-o-., 
add tour tablespoonftils of .sweet cro.am 
one of celery seed, nearly one of salt 
and ground mustard, one-half toaspoon- 
ful black popper, one-half cup mind 
vinegar, put on the. stovo unit stir until 
it just boils; if it cooks too long Uio egf 
will become lumpy; pom- it over tho 
cabbage ami mix thoroughly. 


—White Sponge Cake.—Place a clean 


sieve over an earthen bowl, anil, meas- 
ure into the sieve a cupful of powdered 
sugar, half a cupful of Hour, half a 
cupful of cornstnrclt and a. teaspoonful 
of baking powder; run them through 
together; 
have 
ready

of eight eggs beaten to a stiff froth; add 
a teaspoondil of rose extract; mix thor- 
oughly and bake in square tins about 
two inches deep in a quick ovon. To 
serve it, cut ia small squares. 


—For a plain boiled puddingtako-ono 
quart of milk, the yelks of llvi; eggs well 
beaten, n little salt, and Hoar enough to 
make n batter as thick us for griddle 
cakes. 
Have a padding bag made 


smaller at tho bottom than at the. top, 
dip it into hot water, sprinkle tho in- 
side with Hour, pour in tho ba,Unr, tie 
tightly and boil three-quarters of an 
hour. If you choose to put fruit in you 
can; 
dried fruit is nlro, as it will be 


thoroughly steamed and softened. For 
snucfl use a sour sauce, adding to it but- 
ter, flour and sugar, and vinegar or 
cider. 


—Welsh Harobit.—Boil half a pint of 


milk; have the choose rich enough to 
melt; chop half n teacupful of it to 
every half pint of milk; the yolk of one 
egg is lightly beaten with a fork, and 
have it ready when the cheese-is melted; 
turn tho choose into tho boiling milk 
and stir till the former dissolves. Welsh 
rarebit cannot bo made from skim-milk 
cheese. I'nrmosan cheese makes de- 
lightful dishes, but is expensive. Stir 
in the yolk of the egg, adding salt nnd 
popper, and serve on toast' or alono. 
Cheese dishes require little seasoninn-, 
and the salt and pepper should be used 
with care. 


—Chloride of Lime for Trees.— Le 


Cuttiuntcur, a. French journal, says that 
if chloride of limo bo spread on tho soil 
or near plants, insects and vermin will 
not bo found near them, and adds: "Uy 
its means plants will easily be prot.oct.eil 
from insect plagues by simply brushing 
over ther stems with a solution of it. It 
has often been noticed that a patch of 
land which has boon treated in this way 
remains religiously respected by grubs', 
while the unprotected beds around tiro 
literally devastated. 
Fruit trees jnay 


bo guarded from the attacks of grubs by 
attaching to their trunks piooos of tow 
smeared with a mixture of hog's lard, 
and ants and grubs already in posses- 
sion will rapidly vacate their position. 
Butterflies, again, will avoid all plants 
whose leaves have been sprinkled over 
with lime »vater." 


—Yellows in Ponchos,—The disease 


known as the yellows in peaches is 
caused by a fungus. 
it is highly con- 


tagious and spreads through an orchard 
with groat rapidity. 
A few years ago 


some twigs were sent to th's otlice 
through the mail, but without any tot- 
ter accompanying them. To preserve 
them they were buried in the writo'r'a 
garden, under a poach tree. By ami by 
came a letter stating that they were 
twigs from a peaoh orchard that was 
diseased. Although tho twigs were dug 
up_ and burned immediately, next spring 
this tree was taken with tho yellows, 
and the disease spread until every tree, 
a dozen or more, was destroyed. This 
instance shows the character of tho ais- 
ease. 
It is not surprising that thou-t 
sands of orchards should bo destroyed 
by it, and that pooch-growing in sev- 
eral of the Northern States is out of the 
question. Thero is no known remcjdy. 
Every diseased tree should be eradicated 
root and branch. 
> It has been stated 


that lime applied to the soil nnd to tho 
stems of the trees is n preventive, but it 
remains to bo proved by extended trial.
